REV. LINDTWED 
FORMER HOME 
MISSIONARY AND 
TEACHER, DIES 


The Rev. Charles B. Llndtwed, 82 


a retired Lutheran minister, died a 
his home 
In Blglcrvlllc Monda; 


afternoon at 1:55 o'clock from in 
firmltics of age. 
He had been in

The deceased was born in Sang 


non county, near Springfield, 111! 
nois, August, 25, 1857, a son of the 
late Terje Christiansen and Anne 
Bergitte Lindtwed, of Norway. 
' Following graduation from Spring- 
field high school in 1880 he was 
graduated from Carthage college 
Carthage, Illinois, in 1886 and from 
the Mt. Airy seminary, near Phila- 
delphia, in 1889. 


Prom 1889 to 1892 he served as 


a home missionary in Red Win 
Minnesota. 
He taught Bible and 


mathematics in St. Oiaf's college, 
Northfield, Minnesota, from 1892 to 
1895. 


Active Home Missionary 


From 1895 to 1899 he served as 


a home missionary in Washington, 
Pa., and served in a similar capacity 
at Bridgewater, Nova Scotia, from 
1899 
to 1903. He worked for the 


Bethany orphanage in Bridgewater 
from 1903 to 1906. 
In 1906 and 


1907 he was home missionary in 


* Livingston, Montana; from 1907 to 


1911 in Oshkosh, Wisconsin, and 
from 1911 to 1925 in Jersey Shore. 
The parisli in Jersey Shore became 
self-supporting in 1920. 


The Rev. Mr. Llndlwcd was called 


as pastor to the Lutheran church in 
Girardvillc, Pa., in 1925. He retired 
in 1934 because of ill health.

lowing his retirement lie moved to 
Blglcrvlllc with his family.

During a semi-annual 
five-day 


check up on the flow of mall through 
the Gettysburg poslofllce the week 
of May 13 a. slight increase in tin 
volume of mail and 
parcel post 


matter was shown over a similar 
count made in the same month of 
last year. 


Regular and 
relief carriers in 


Gettysburg borough delivered 23,858 
pieces of mail weighing a total of 
2,406 pounds during the test period. 
The number of 'pieces per route 
ranged from 6,335 to 4,482 for the 
regular carriers. 


In the same period 821 pieces of 


parcel post matter were delivered 
n 'the borough. 
They weighed a 


.otal of 5,795 pounds. 


A similar survey has been made of 


.lie mail handled by the five rural 
carriers working out of the Gettys- 
urg office, but the results have not 
•et been compiled.

Well over 
3,000 feet of film were exposed to 
get n -satisfactory picture at a cost 
of 45 cent* a foot. 


Besides the well known -nnglors 


shown in the film, the work required 
a crew ot eight men to make the 
picture with the apparatus that Is 
necessary when working In techni- 
color.

ILLIAM "HENRY CHAMBEBLIN is only 43, and 


thai, i:s young for the production of'an auto- 


biography. 
But Mr Chamberlain has adventured a 


good deal, mostly in intellectual fields, and however 
few his years. "The Conf'jssions of an Individualist" 
proves him one of our most sound thinkers and mast 
icarless. That is enough for one hook to do. 


Mr. ChambtTlin has been "an immature but earnest 


free-thinker in a conservative Quaker college, a 
classicist in a mechanical ago, a pacifist during the' 
World w:u, a sympathizer with Bolshevism when this 
very imperlectly understood word was utterly anath- 
ema. Then, as the result of long residence in Russia, 
he became a relentless critic of communist theory and 
practise just when these were becoming the fashion- 
abl shrine for intellectuals to worship at. (Mr. Cham- 
berhn is writing about himself, here, in the third 
person.) 
Always opposed to communism and fascism 


as the two wings of a revolt against liberty and in- 
dividualist civilization, he has been and is firmly op- 
posed to any American intervention m Europe's 
infernal cycle of war and revolution." 


This explains "The Confessions of an Individualist" 


exactly. Its author's father and grandfather were in 
the newspaper business, wh'. .1 may have helped deter- 
mine his bent toward individual freedom. As a boy 
he liked baseball and reading almost equally, could 
not Itarn to drive a motor car, hated high school, 
won scholarships at prep school and college. His 
love of music came from his father, who played eoott 
piano. Perhaps his tendency toward "freethmking" 
was inherited from his Scottish mother. 


But whatever the background, Chambcrlin's first 


greal experience was his decision (having lost his 
Job) to go to Russia, the land of the free. There his 
wife, beinc, Russian, proved both a-help and a hind- 
rance — there was a certain suspicion of anyone from 
outside the Soviet Union who could speak Russian. 
And it is significant that Mrs. Chamberlin lost her 
pro.-Sovict leanings earlier than did her husband, who 
had more difficulty with Ihe language. Long service 
with tile Christian Science l&onilor in Russia, Tokyo 
and Paris, not to mention several German inter- 
ludes, has convinced Chamberlin that the liberty of 
the individual is the moot important thing in the 
world, and that the ultimate winner in any European 
war must eventually be Russia. Convinced him, too, 
that at whatever cost the United States must stay 
out of the current war.

The Circus Comes to Town 


Another annual occurrance always helped to break the monotony of 


village life. Every summer the circus came along. This was sure to stir 
I he country all .iround. Its .spectacular beauty was Irreslslnble. 
The 


Jong line of pretty wagons, the trained and spotted horses, the actors 
dressed in gaudy -suits, and the brass band with its rare music as it passed 
along in piocession, pressnted the (grandest display that could be offered 
to the public. And then when it had disappeared under the canvas of 
the big tent, the desire to .sec the' wondcrlul acrobatic and equestrian 
feats that were promised never failed to draw the crowd within. 


One incident in this connection is one of my most delightful memories. 


A menagerie and circus combined visited the town. It was advertised that 
the baud car would be drawn by four elephants. When their car reached 
the west end of town it .stopped immediately in front ol the house In 
which we lived and there nulled for the other wagons to come up. The 
driver, having occasion to come down from his seat asked me to get up 
and hold the lines for him. I was rejoiced at the invitation and climbed 
up to the scat. There I sat in bliss, looking over the broad, brown backs 
of the hugo packederms. But my bliss was heightened when the driver 
returned and told me I could lemain with him. 
At length the band 


struck up and the procession moved in grandeur down the street. Prom 
my loftly seat I could look over the crowd and my boyish pride was 
inflated to the highest degree as I could see my boy friends gazing at 
me with wondering eyes. I am sure no old Roman emperor returning 
in triumph down the Applan way ever had a more delightful sensation 
of pleasure than I had when riding down the village street, behind a 
team of four elephants. 


Was an Ardent Fisherman 


Like all other boys I loved fishing. A stream ran through the 


meadows near toivri on which a saw-mill was built. In the head race 
of that saw mill and along the run I did my first fishing. At times in 
company with other boys I was able to follow the course of the Bermudian 
and Latimore creeks which wire a few miles distant. At that date the 
waters were full of the native varieties of creek fish and it gave me 
inexpressible pleasure to come home after a long day's travel by the 
stream, carrying a heavy si. ing of fish. There is not a spot oil either 
of the streams named, willim three miles of the town, where I have 
not dropped a baited hook and taken out a fish. In mature life I took 
great pleasure in travelling along these streams with my boys and pointing 
out to them the places where I achieved my piscatorial victories in 
boyhood.

I did not care much about hunting, though I became the owner of 


a shot-gun at an early period I never was a good shot and hence never 
brought home much game. 


The sports of my boyhood were confined to those natural plays in 


which all children engaged. We played long ball, sock ball, corner bail 
and sky ball, making the balls ourselves 'by cutting up gum elastic shoes 
into strings .and covering the ball with calf skin. Some of these were 
very neatly made and a fine ball was considered a great treasure. 


Was Fond of Skating: 


In winter coasting and skating wcro among my greatest pleasures. 


But few of the boys of that day learned to skate. I always had a love 
for it and though I often had to enjoy It in solitude I never missed the 
opportunity of getting on the ice. The skates were of the rudest kind. 
The runners were made by the blacksmith and then mounted on wood 
by ourselves and fastened to the foot by a variety of straps 
I have 


pi noticed this sport all my life. Wherever I have lived and the chance 
offered I have taken a turn on the ice. During my manhood I have 
skated on the Susqdehanna, Monongahela, and Potomac rivers when 
living on those waters. 
In Druid Hill Park in Baltimore and after we 


came to York Springs arid built the lake at MeadoWhill, I have enjoyed 
the ice with the children every season. In this my seventieth year I 
have skated a number of times on the same skates that I have had for 
the past thirty years. I feel glad that I have Tjoth the health and 
inclination li continue this enjoyment for so many years of my life.

20th in following the streams I had fished in when a boy, beginning at 


I he head waters of the Bermudian and following it to the junction with

Another annual oceurrance always helped to break the monotony of 
village life 
Every summer the circus came along. Tills was sure to stir 
Hie country all around. 
Its spectacular beauty was irresistible. 
The 
long line of pretty wag oms, the trained and spotted horses, the actors 
dressed in gaudy suits, and tilt' brass band with its rare music as it passed 
along in procession, presented the grandest display that could bf1 offered 
to the public. 
And then when it had disappeared under the canvas of 
the big tent, the desire to see the wonderful acrobatic and equestrian 
feats that were promised never failed to draw the crowd within. 
One incident in this connection is one of my mast delightful memories. 
A menagerie and circus combined visited the towm. It was advertised that 
the band car would be drawn by four elephants. 
When their car reached 
the west end of town it stopped immediately in front of the house in 
which we lived and there waited for the other wagons to come up. Tile 
driver, having occasion to come down from his seat asked me to get up 
and hold Hie lints for him. 
I was rejoiced at the invitation and climbed 
up to the scat. There I sat in bliss, looking over the broad, brown backs 
Cl the huge packederms 
But my bliss was heightened when the driver 
returned and told me I could remain with him. 
At length the band 
struck up and tile procession moved in grandeur down the street. 
Prom 
my loftly seat I could look over the crowd and my boyish pride was 
inflated to the highest degree as I could see my boy friends gazing at 
me with wondering eyes. 
I am sure no old Roman emperor returning 
in triumph down the Apphui way ever had a mare delightful sensation 
of pleasure than I had when riding down the village street, behind a 
team of four elephants 
Was an Ardent Fisherman 
Like all oilier boys I loved fishing. 
A stream ran through Hie 
meadows near town on which a saw-mill was built. 
In the head race 
of that saw mill and along the run I did my first fishing. 
At times in 
company with other boys I was able to follow th** course of the Bermudian 
and Latimore creeks winch ware a few miles distant, 
At that date the 
waters were full of the native varieties of creek fish and it gave me 
inexpressible pleasure to come home after a long day’s travel by the 
stream, carrying a heavy string of fish. 
There is not a spot on either 
of the streams named, within three miles of Hie town, where I have 
not dropped a baited hock and taken out a fish. 
In mature life I took 
great pleasure in travelling along these streams with my boys and pointing 
out to them the place., wlure I achieved my piscatorial victories in 
boyhood. 
I did not care much about hunting, though I became Hie owner ol 
a shot-gun at an early period 
I never was a good shot and lienee never 
brought home much game. 
The sports of my boyhood were confined to those natural plays in 
which all children engaged. 
We niiayed long ball, sock bull, corner bali 
and sky ball, making Hie balls ourselves by cutting up gum elastic shoes 
into strings and covering the ball with calf skin. 
Borne of these were 
very neatly made and a line ball was considered a great treasure. 
Was Fond of Skating 
In winter coasting and skating were among my greatest pleasures. 
But few* ot the boys of thai day learned to skate. 
I always had a love 
for it and though I often had to enjoy it in solitude I never missed the 
opportunity of getting on the ice. 
The skates were o! the rudest kind 
Tile runners were made by the blacksmith and then mounted on wood 
by ourselves and Listened to the foot by a variety of straps. 
I have 
pi acticed this sport all my life. 
Wherever I have lived and Hie chance 
offered I have taken a turn on the ice 
During ray manhood I have 
skated on the Susquehanna, Monongahela, and Potomac rivers when 
living on those* waters. 
In Druid Hill Park in Baltimore and after we 
came to York Springs and built the luke at MeudowhiU, I have enjoyed 
tile ice with the children every season, 
In this my seventieth year I 
have skated a number of times on the same skates that I have had for 
the past thirty years, 
I feel glad that I have Voth the health ana 
inclination ti continue this enjoyment for so many years of my life.

ILLIAM HENRY CHAMBERLIN is only 42, and 
thai is young for the production of' an auto­ 
biography. 
But Mr. Chamberlain has adventurer! a 
good deal, mostly in intellectual fields, and however 
few his years, “The Confessions of an Individualist” 
proves nim one of our most sound thinkers mid most 
fearless. That is enough for one book to do. 
Mr. Chamberlin has been "un immature but earnest 
free-thinker in a conservative Quaker college, a 
classicist in a mechanical age, a pacifist during the 
World vvai , a sympathizer with Bolshevism when this 
very imperfectly understood word was utterly anath­ 
ema. Then. as the result of long residence in Russia, 
he became a relentless critic of communist theory mid 
practise just when these wert becoming the fashion- 
abl shrine tor intellectuals to worship at. 
<Mr. Cham­ 
berlin is writing about himself, here, in the third 
person.) 
Always opposed to communism and fascism 
as the two wings of a revolt against liberty and in­ 
dividualist civilization, he has been and is firmly op­ 
posed 
to any 
American 
intervention 
in 
Europe’s 
infernal cycle of war and revolution," 
This explains "The Confessions of an Individualist” 
exactly. 
Iks author’s father and grandfather were in 
Hie newspaper business, which may have helped deter­ 
mine Jiis bent toward individual freedom. 
As a boy 
in* liked baseball and reading almost equally, could 
not i*ain to drive a motor car, hated high school, 
won scholarships at prep school and college. 
His 
love oi music came from his father, who played good 
piano. 
Perhaps his tendency toward "freethinking” 
was inherited from his Scottish mother. 
But whatever the background, Chamberlin’s first 
great experience was his decision (having lost his 
job) to go to Russia, Hie land of Uh* free 
There his 
wife, being Russian, proved both a help and a hind­ 
rance 
there was a certain suspicion of anyone from 
outside tile Soviet Union who could speak Russian. 
And it is significant that Mrs, Chamberlin lost her 
prcs-Soviel leanings earlier than did her husband, who 
had more difficulty with the language. 
Long service 
w itll tile Christian Science Monitor in Russia. Tokyo 
and Paris, not to mention several German inter­ 
ludes, has convinced Chamberlin that Uu* liberty of 
the individual is the must important thing iii the 
world, and that Hie ultimate wanner in any European 
war must eventually be Russia. 
Convinced him, too, 
that ai whatever cost the United States must stay 
out of the current war.

Shortly after Reynaud spoke, the 


French high command issued a brief 
communique 
declaring the alliec 


troops were "continuing to fight.' 
It 'acknowledged the situation there 
had become much graver. 


Of operations elsewhere, the com- 


munique said merely: "Nothing im- 
portant to report." 


No: attempt was made to hide the 


fact that King Leopold's order was 
a distinct setback, but it was point- 
ed out that the possibility of the 
loss of the Belgian sector of the 
battlefront already had been ti.ken 
into, account. 


It was believed that at least part 


of the Belgian army, which was 
understood to number more than 
500,000 men' before the German in- 
vasion, might disregard the king's 
order and continue righting with the 
French and British. 


Cushioning the shock of his an- 


nouncement, Reyhaud declared that

Contrary to Cabinet 


The premier said that King Leo- 


pold had decided to capitulate "in 
full battle" against the advice of 
his cabinet. 


The cabinet, Reynaud said, hud 


Informed the French government of 
Its desire to "raise a new army" to 
fight with the allies, and had placed 
at the service of France all the re- 
sources which it still has available. 


The radio speech in which Rey- 


naud made his announcement was 
hastily arranged after an emergency

which lasted until the early hours of 
tht' morning. 


He said (hat the French "faith In 


victory is still Intact" and called 
upon the nation for a supreme ef- 
fort.

Warn Allies of Capitulation 


Paris, May 28 
< AP).—The 
Bel­ 
gian army has laid down its arms on 
order of King Leopold III without 
warning the allied troops fighting 
by its side to stem the German 
invasion, Premier Reynaud told a 
.startled French nation today. 
The action, which Reynaud de­ 
scribed in a bitterly sarcastic radio 
speech as "without precedent in his­ 
tory,” has left the important French 
channel port of Dunkerque unde­ 
fended on the north and opened the 
door for its capture by tile nazis, 
the premier said. 
He emphasized that the French 
and British troops pocketed in the 
north are dependent on Dunkerque 
for supplies, and left the inference 
that their plight is serious. 
Estimate of Forces 
Total forces there have been esti­ 
mated at about 1,000.000 men, of 
whom between 200,000 and 300,000 
are Belgians. 
Shortly after Reynaud spoke, the 
French high command Issued a brief 
communique 
declaring 
(he allied 
ti cops were “continuing to fight." 
It acknowledged the situation there 
had become much graver. 
Cf operations elsewhere, the com­ 
munique said merely: "Nothing im­ 
portant to report." 
No attempt was made to hide the 
fact that King Leopold’s order was 
a distinct setback, but it was point­ 
ed out that the possibility of the 
loss of the Belgian sector of the 
battlefront already had been ti ken 
into account. 
It was believed that at least part 
of the Belgian army, which was 
understood to number more than 
500.000 men before the German in­ 
vasion, might disregard the king’s 
order and continue fighting with the 
French and British.

strategy. 


Aside from a few speeches by re- 


publican state-wide candidates, and 
meetings of leaders of both parties 
mapping preliminaries, attention is 
focused on the forthcoming presi- 
dential race. . 


When White House candidates are 


chosen—by the republicans in June 
and the democrats in July—the air 
will be clearer and the battle for 
votes in November will begin, almost 
simultaneously with the resumption 
of campaign deadline dates. 


September 2 is the next mile-post 


on the political calendar. It marks 
the last day for withdrawal of can- 
didates nominated at the spring 
primaries, or by 'independent par- 
ties which entered slates through 
nomination papers. 


In the meantime, registration is 


open to new voters, those who have 
not cast a ballot in two years, or 
those who have moved or want to 
change party enrollment. A trip to 
the court house is necessary to at- 
tend to these details unless registra- 
tion commissions fix dates to sit 
at polling places. 


Registration now is permanent, 


provided the citizen votes once in 
two years. 


The calendar for the fall cam- 


paign lines up this way: 


September 4—Last day an elector 


may move from one election district 
to another and still be eligible to 
vote afc the general election. 


September 1G—Last day to file sub- 


stituted nomination certificates to 
fill vacancies caused by withdrawal 
of candidates nominated at the pri- 
mary election. 


October 5—Last day to register be- 


fore the general election. 


October 7—Last day to change 


party enrollment, except in Pitts- 
aurgh and Scranton. 


October 21—Last day to change 


party enrollment in Pittsburgh and 
Scranton. 


November 5—General election.
